William Hoagland, a farm hand well 


known about Maroa, wns arrested four 
miles from Waynecville on Sunday after- 
noon by Detective Preston Butler, of 
Bloomington, and Officers HnujpLrey and 
Orandall, of Maroa, charged with being 
implicated in the triple murder horror, 
committed near Mt. Pulaski in the sum- 
mer of 1882. Hoagland was brought to 
Muroa Sunday evening, band-cuffed, and 
this morning Detective Butler took him 
to Lincoln. 


Inquiries mnde by tbe REPUBLICAN to- 


day resulted in learning the particulars 
which caused the arrest of Hoagland. 
The prisoner has a brother John who 
worked in 1882 for Mr. Pratt Nelson, a 
farmer living D miles east and 1 mile north 
of Maroa. Some time ago Nelson had a 
horse stolen from him, and at about that 
time John fled the country, and his sud- 
den disappearance was good evidence in 
the mind of Nelson and his neighbors 
that he had stolen the horse. John failed 
to take his effects with him, and in his 
room was an old satchel. Among its con- 
tents was discovered a letter written by 
William Hoagliiud to his brother. 


In this letter William wrote to John 


telling him to watch a farmer named 
Heodrix, living near Maroa; that he had 
stuff; and reference is also made to the 
Montgomery brother?, -who had at about 
that tirno sold some products of their 
farm and it was known to Hoaglatd that 
they hud considerable money. But that 
day the Montgomery boye cnme to Maroa 
and put their money in Emery & Co.'s 
bank. There wao nc reference made in 
the letter to McJIuhon, but it is the theory 
of tho detective who got hold of the'letter 
10 days ago that the Hoagland brolhers 
were planning to rob somebody in that 
section, aud he believes they hud Rome- 
thing to do with the Mt. Pulaski butchery. 


Hoagland is now in tho Lincoln jail, 


with J. H. Hall who is held without bail 
for complicity in the great crime. The 
Hoagland brothers are well known about 
Maroa. The Sunday arrest occasioned 
considerable surprise in the northern part 
of the county, but not until a preliminary 
hearing is had will the public be informed 
as to all the evidence of alleged guilt, as 
run down by Detective Butler. 
He is a 


shrewd officer and has quite a reputation 
as a successful detective. He has also 
been working on thaZura Burns case. 


Chicago Papers in Town. 


Decatur people who read the Chicago 


papers regularly were made glad to-day 
by receiving the Tribune, Times, Inter- 
Ocean, Newn, and other Chicago papers, 


the surprisingly early hour of 10:30 


o'clock, sis hours earlier than formerly, 
and an hour and a half in advance of the 
papers from St. Louis. This change in 
the arrival of Chicago papers is effected 
by the running of fast mail trains out of 
Chicago over the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy railroad through Illinois and 
Iowa. The train reaches Mendota every 
morning in time to connect with the Illi- 
nois Central southbound train, which 
reaches Decatur, when on time, at 10:10 
a. m. Hereafter Decatur people can have 
Chicago papers to read before the noon 
hour each day. The fast train touches 
the following points in Illinois: Aurora, 
Mendota, Princeton, 
Buda, Kewanee, 


Galva, Rock Island, Quincy, Galesburg 
and Monmonth, aud goes through Bur- 
linstou, Ottumwa, Fuirfidd.Mt. Pleasant, 
Albin, Chariton, Red Ouk, Council Bluffs, 
Des Moinee and Davenport, Iowa. Tho 
train makes an average time of 46% miles 
per hour. Pretty swift.

Detective Butlur StllJ Actlvo. 


A full account of tho arrest of William 


EToagland, near Maroa, charged with 
complicity in tho Mt,. Pulaski triple mur- 
der, was published last evening. A cor- 
respondent at Lincoln writes that it is 
said there now exists a letter from B. B, 
Forrest, the prosecuting attorney, saying 
that he does not believe that Hall had 
anything to do with the crime, but be- 
lieves the man Hoagland and the other 
three for whom a warrant was issued, 
are tho guilty parties. Should it turn out 
that the crime was committed by persons 
other than Hall, and it should be true 
that Hall did eoufess to Long, then of 
course the confession would only show 
that Hall was a very foolish liar. It is 
not yet learned what steps will be taken 
in theHoagland case, but he will proba- 
bly bo given a preliminary examination 
ere long, when further developments will 
be made, Mr. Wendell is not very com 
nmnioative, He said yesterday he knew 
nothing about Hoagland, nor did he knuw 
anything about removing Hall from jail 
Saturday night and keeping him secreted 
nearly all night to avoid a mob from 
Chestnut. 
Detective Butler stated yesterday thai 


he knew who the three parties againsl 
whom Forrest oompliiins were, and thai 
he was off on the first train after them 
There is considerable feeling here that 
Butler is on the right track at last.

SERIOUS DAMAGE BY WATER. 


. Broken Pipe at Attorney Mills' Resi- 
dence Floods t,ha Rooms with Water. 


From Wetliieidav'i Daily. 


Passing the commodious residence of 
lr. I. R Mills, city attorney, at the cor- 
er of Went Prairie and Chuioh streets, 
bis noon, Mr. Frank Curtis and Mr. O. 
3. Gorin heard water dripping, and no- 
iced water oozing from the edges of the 
house. 
Some oC it was frozen. Mr. 


Mills is at Petersburg as one of the attor- 
ieys for the defense in the Carpenter 
rial, and the hoube was locked up, all 
he doors being closed. 
After a short 


jonsultation, Mr. Curtis concluded that a 
water pipe bad bursr, and he made a suc- 
cetsful 
eflbrt 
to 
enter the dwelling 


hrough a rear window, He got intn the 
jellar, and turned off the water at three 
different places. 
Going up stairs he 


waded through water six to eight inches 
deep, and in one of the closets in the up- 
per story he found where one of thii pipes 
iad broken. All the rooms except one 
on the second floor were flooded with six 
.uches of water, and beluw all of the 
floors, except those in the two front par- 
lors, were covered with six to eight inches 
of water, flooding the Brussels carpets 
and doing damage that cannot now bo 
approximated. Tbe house is compactly 
built, the doora fitting tightly, so that the 
water had to soak through the plastered 
ceilings which are completely saturated. 
The pipe probably broke some time last 
evening. 


Mr. and Mrs. Gorin, Mr. Curtis and 


others opened the doors and swept out 
the flooded district, and Mr. A. H. Mills, 
brother of the attorney, was notified of 
the serious condition of affairs. Some of 
the rooms will have to be replastered, and 
the carpets should be token up at once 
and hung out to dry. The family hud 
neglected to turn off the water on leaving 
the premises.

amount of gold coin in the United 
States Treasury yesterday was $143,- 
905,377. 


THE St. Louis Globe-Democrat has 


made a discovery. It says: 


For the first time in its history 


the Republican party seems to have 
a man who is stronger as a candidate 
for nomination to the Vice Presi- 
dency than any aspirant is for the 
Presidential nomination. Secretary 
Lincoln is apparently the favorite 
everywhere for the second place on 
the ticket, and bis name is mentioned 
in that connection by the friends of 
nearly all the gentlemen who are un- 
derstood to be fishing for the Pres- 
idency. 
The circumstance is spe- 


cially remarkable in view of the fact 
that Mr. Lincoln's qualifications for 
the duties of a Vice President are 
not such as to justify any marked 
preference in bis favor over many 
others that might be named. For 
some reason, however, be seems to 
have the inside track, without any 
effort on his part, and with the gen- 
eral consent of all concerned.

There has not been quite as 
much demand for real estate as was 
anticipated,

same in good condition and repair. 


Third—That said company guarantee 


to hold an agricultural fair between tha 
first day of August and the first day 
of November in each year; to offer liberrf 
premiums for all departments, as are offer- 
ed by adjoining counties, and pay the 
premiums in full. 
Fourth—That said grounds shall not 


at any time be used as a beer garden. 


Fifth—That at the expiration of the 


lease the company shall vacate the prem- 
ises, leaving the same in good repair ani 
condition. 
Sixtli—That said tompany enter into a 


good and sufficient bind for the faithful 
performance of the aV-ove conditions, and 
the said company to give additional 
security at nny time the Board of Super- 
visors may deem the security insufficient. 


Seventh—That upon any failure on the 


part of said company to comply with any 
of the above stipulations, the board may 
terminate said lease, and all rights and 
privileges ot said company under said 
lease be null and void, otherwise in fun 
force and effect. 
Eighth—Whenever the above contract 


has been entered into said committee be 
and is hereby authorized to lease 8»i» 
grounds to said company for a considera- 
tion of one dollar per annum for a term 
of 26 years.
